Subject 
“Plight of the Bowhead Whale” 


The bowhead whale, pictured on the cover of 
this month’s “Newsletter” is one of the 
largest of the baleen whales. A bowhead 
grows to a maximum length of 65 feet and 
weighs approximately one ton per foot. Its 
head accounts for up to one-third of its total 
body size. From the early part of the 17th 
century through the 19th century whalers 
hunted this species almost to extinction for 
its rich oil and prized baleen plates, called 
“whalebone”, used particularly in the fashion 
industry. (Fortunately for the bowhead, 
whalebone was replaced with spring steel in 
1907, and the bottom fell out of the market 
when baleen dropped from $5.00 to less than 
50¢ per pound.) 


Today the only significant population of 
bowheads is found in the Bering Sea where 
they are protected from all but local Eskimo 
hunters. But what is the effect of this “sub- 
sistence” hunting, and what is the impact of 
the oil and gas exploration in this area? 
James Scarff, staff attorney for the U.S. 
Department of Energy and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Whale Center in 
Oakland, will talk about the “Plight of the 
Bowhead Whale” during our June members’ 
meetings and show excerpts from the Na- 
tional Fiim Board of Canada film, “In Search 
of the Bowhead Whale”. Mr. Scarff, who has 
lectured at the Lawrence Hall of Science, at 
Stanford and Berkeley, is currently writing a 
book entitled, To Save the Whales: Issues in 
Living Marine Resource Management.

Geology in the 
Ellsworth Mountains, 


Western Antarctica 

in the Morrison Auditorium 
with Ellis Y. Yochelson on 
Thursday, June 18 at 8:00 p.m. 


The highest, coldest, and windiest of all con- 
tinents, Antarctica, has posed a challenge to 
scientists and explorers for centuries. Its ap- 
peal has been its geographical uniqueness, 
fantastic beauty, and its wealth of natural 
resources and its well-preserved relics of an- 
cient history. 


The continent has been dedicated to peace 
and to scientific research by unprecedented 
international agreement. During the 1979-80 
field season of the on-going U.S. Antarctic 
Research Program of the National Science 
Foundation, Ellis Yochelson accompanied the 
expedition to study in detail the rock of the 
Ellsworth Mountains where fossils dating 
back 500 million years have been found. 


In his slide/lecture Ellis, a paleontologist with 
the U.S. Geological Survey at the National 
Museum of Natural History, Smithsonian In- 
stitution, will discuss the expedition’s scien- 
tific work, its findings and its general conclu- 
sions. He will also describe the tremendous 
logistic problems presented by the expedition, 
requiring helicopter and snowmobile support 
and a base camp specially constructed for 
this effort. 


Admission to this special lecture is free to 
members and their guests.
